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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-17, drawn to a live replicating human spumavirus vector comprising 
an immunizing construct wherein the construct partially replaces the bet gene. 
Group II, claim(s) 18-20, drawn to a method of detecting the vector of Group I. 
Group III, claim(s) 21-29 and 35-38, drawn to a method of treating and preventing a 
condition in a subject. 

Group IV, claim(s) 30-35, drawn to a method of making a model for use in screening for 
substances effective in treating or preventing a condition, the model, and a method of 
screening for a substance effective in treating a disease using the model. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: In the instant case, 
the technical feature shared among the listed groups is the live replicating human 
spumavirus vector comprising an immunizing construct wherein the construct partially 
replaces the bet gene. However, it is noted that this shared technical feature is not a 
special technical feature for it does not provide a contribution over the prior art, as 
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evidenced by ter Meulen et al., U.S. Patent No. 5646032. ter Meulen et al. teaches a 
live replicating human spumavirus, foamy virus, vector comprising an immunizing 
construct wherein the construct partially replaces the bet gene. Thus, in the absence of 
a contribution over the prior art, the shared technical feature is not a shared special 
technical feature. Without a shared special technical feature, the inventions lack unity 
with one another. 

3. In addition to above, the following restriction/lack of unity requirement is also 
required should Applicant elect the invention of Group I or Group III. For Group I, 
Applicant must further elect an antigen encoded by the vector. The antigen is specified 
in claims 7-15. For Group III, Applicant must elect a condition that is being treated or 
prevented by the vector. The condition is specified in claims 22-25 and 27-29. These 
antigens and conditions lack unity with one another because they do not have a shared 
special technical feature. Each of the listed antigen or condition has its own special 
technical feature, such as its particular genotype, phenotype and pathogenicity. In the 
absence of a special technical feature shared among the antigens and the conditions, 
the antigens and conditions lack unity with one another. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
